Harleton. Pa., June 4.— Five special 
officers, who were kidnaped by strik- 
en at the railroad tutlon here upon 
ii«lr arrlral from Philadelphia, durw 
lis tk« nisht returned home in charge 
J. P. Gallagher, district secretary 
Of the United Mine Wurkera, who fur- 
■labed thcia transportation. The mine 
iPMlian will make ao effort to check 
111* hiring of men in Phliadeiphia by 
representatives of the coal companies, 
and may seek the aid of labor unions 
of tliat city in the movement. 

No Change. 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 4.— The sit- 
uation in the Wyoming region, aa far 
aa It relates to the engineers, firemen 
and pump runners and the mine work- 
ers generally, shows no change. Peace 
reigns throughout the valley, and all 
the collieries that had not voluntarily 
Okwed down the i)ump8 during the 
laat 10 days, continue to keep their 
mines free of water. There were a 
few changaa among the men, which 
were generally in favor of the strik- 
ers. Several of the companies, how- 
ever, have a reserve force in readi- 
ness to take the places of any man 
who quits work. Several collieries are 
aaid to be working short handed, and 
if any more men leave their posts 
thcBe operations will bo compelled to 
shut down, and the mines allowed to 
become flooded. Reports are «onstant- 
Ijr eoming in from the surrounding re* 
glon of petty violence. peVpetrated 
principally by boys, but no one has as 
yet been seriously hurt. At Miners' 
Ifina, a short distance north of here, 
there was a gathering of strikerk, 
headed by a fifer and a drum, but the 
men did nothing but niarcl: around 
the town. They kept away from the 
ooUlerles, which t.'n protected hy coal 
iron police. 



Wante to Settle Strike. 

New York, June 4. — Archbishop Ire- 
land, who, as a luember of the arbitrtk 
tion committee of the civic federation, 
la anxious to settle the strike of the 
anthracite mine workers, is in this 
elty. and has had a consultation with 
MVeral other members of the commit- 
tee. The coraniiilee can. however, take 
BO active part unless something bap- 
pena to give it an opportunity to come 
forward as a peacemaker. Scarcity of 
anthracite coal in this city is now 
more apparent than at any time since 
the strike began. Big trucks laden 
with soft coal are to be seen depos- 
iting their loads In front of many 
office buildings, the superintendents 
being willing to risk fines rather than 
hw* Ihtii elevators stopped. 

Bosses Forced to Return. 
Ifahancy City, Pa., June 4. — Two 
llimdred pickets guarded the ap- 
proaches to Tunnell Ridge colliery of 
the Philadelphia and Reading Coal 
and Iron company, at the western end 
of this city, and refused to pass James 
Hollowajr, Charlea Carl, George Oliver 
and William Dodda, all bosses. They 
were forced to return home. Maple 
Hill colliery resumed the hoisting of 
water. Btrikerf held up the engineers 
at the Ollberton water shaft, and aa 
a reauit the hoist is idle. 

Catholic Priests Meet 

Chicago, June 4. — Five hundred R<v 
man Catholic priests of the archdio- 
cese of Chicago, constituting the 
greatest gathering of priests ever held 
in Chicago, are in session here at the 
cathedral of tiie Holy Name attending 
the second synod of the archdiocese. 
The priests came from the northern 
part of Illinois in answer to the call 
of Archbishop Feehan, and are here 
for the flrit time since 1887 to dlseuaa 
matters of grsat moment to the Ro> 
man Catholic church. Archbishop 
Feehan was not able to be present at 
the opening aesaion and Bishop Mul- 
dooB presided ia his atead. Solemn 
and brilliant c^remonisto WMfMi the 
opening of the synod.

How Peace Agresment Was Signed. 

Pretoria, June 4.— The Rigiiinp of 
the peace aj^reement on Saiiird-iy 
night last was carried out with the 
least possible ceremony. Lxird Kitch- 
ener and Lord Milner and General De- 
wet and others, representinu the 
Orange Free State, and d iieial 
SchalKburfier and others of the Trans- 
vaal government, quietly met in the 
dining room of the residence occupied 
by the burgher delegates, adjoining 
Lord Kitchener's house. The docu- 
ment liiy on a table and ready. .■\m;d 
profound silence, the Boer leaders 
took a pen. in order of precedence and 
affixed their signatures, thus surren- 
dering the Independence fcjr which 
they had so gallantly stru^i;leil. The 
document was then entrusted to Col- 
onel Hampton, Lord Kitchener's mil- 
itary secretary, and Captain Marker, 
an aide-d»camp, who left Pretoria to 
deliver it to King Edward. 

O'Brien For Chairman. 
Indianapolis, June 4. — Chairman W. 
H. O'Brien of the Democratic state 
central committee aaid: "1 will be the 
temporary chairman of the conven- 
tion, but I shall do nothing more than 
call the convention to order. I shall 
make no address, but will leave that 
for the permsnent chairman." The 
permanent chairman will not be se- 
lected untll^the Mieetlnt; of t!je com- 
mittee on organization. The delegates 
who are now on the ground are in a 
state of Indecision regarding the plat- 
form, and it if pot likely that any- 
thing will be decided ooncemtng it un- 
til the members of the committee on 
resolutions are appointed. 

Struck by a Tornado. 
Plattevilie, Wis., June 4.— A tornado 
stmek Louisburg, a small town 16 

miles southwest of Plattevilie. and ac- 
cording to reports received here the 
damage was heavy. Barns, outbulla- 
iugs, etc., were demolished. Seeing 
the fury of the storm, Edward Ward, 
a well-to-do farmer, hurried his team 
homeward. He was unhitching It when 
the Imrn was iilown to pieces, a heavy 
timber striking him la the foreheaa 
and crushing his skull. He died in- 
stantly. Heavy rains also caused great 
damage to crops. The Sisson dwelling 
at Jamestown waa totally destroyed. 

Resignstions Presented. 
Paris, J,une 4. — At a tabinet council 
held at the Elysee palace, at which 
President Loubet presided, the pre* 
mler, M.' Waldeek-ROusseau, formally 
presented the resignation of the cab- 
inet, and in so doing expressed the 
aentimente of gratitude which his col- 
leagues and himself retained for the 
constant kindness the president had 
shown them. President I»ubet, In re- 
ply, said he regretted the decision of 
the ministers and thanked theni t<>r 
the co-operation they had lent him in 
difficult timen.

ENTIRE POLICE FORCE CN DUTY 



NotwtthstaaAac the VIgtlenee of 
tke Limbs ef the Law, Klot> 
las Asala Breaks Out 
Oa the Streets. 



Chicago, June 4.— Rioting broke out 
again In the streets of Chicago, as the 
result of the packing house teamsters' 
strike. Although great precaution had 

been taken by the police to prevent 
crowds from congregating where wa- 
gons were carrying meat under the 
ban of the strikers, the attempt to 
move a caravan of 84 wagons under 
police. protection from the yards met 
with conflict. The rioting took place 
in South Clark street in front of the 
stores of Irwin Brothers and Wagner, 
Winslow & Company, wholesale deal- 
ers, using meats from the big packers. 
Wagons from the yards were driven 
to these stores and were being unload- 
ed when a crowd of spectators and 
strike sympathizers began li(;oting 
and interfering with the nonunion 
drivers. The disturbance drew a mob 
of nearly 2,000 people t otbe scene. 
The police who were guarding the wa- 
gons tried to preserve ord^ r. but weri^ 
not successful. The two irwin Broth 
era secured ax handles and. in com- 
pany with the police, beat the crowd 
back. In the melee one man, Isaac 
Bean, was thrown down a stairway 
and had his back broken. A iiassing 
streetcar overturned a patrol wagon 
on the way to the riots and dumped 
the police Into the street, A score or 
more of i)eople were arrested, but 
were released again. In other sec- 
tions of the city attempts were made 
to move meat, but because of the 
large gatherings of people to watch 

the trouble, wagons were put baCk to 
wareliouses and uiiloa(U d. 

While disturbanceH vv« l e (.-(lini:; on 
over the strike by the stock yards 
teamsters strike, the 10 big Etai(> 
street department stores were serious- 
ly handicapped by the strike of 1,300 
drivers and conductors i f delivery wa- 
gons, members of the National Team- 
sters' union, the same organizatien 
that la oonduotlng the meat drivers' 
strike. ' 

Following are the stores {fffecred: 
Marshall Field ft Company, Carson, 
Pierle, Scott ft Company, C. A. Ste- 
vens ft Brothers, .Mandel Brothers. 
Schlessinger & Mayer, Hillmnn's Bos- 
ton store. The Fair. A. M. Kethschihl 
& Company, Siegel, Cooper & Cooper. 
The reason for ths strike is a diffi- 
culty over the wage aoale of the 
stores. 

All the managers of the department 
stores held a conference and sent out 
a Joint ultimatum against the union 
and its methods. They said they 
would brook no interference between 
their employes and themselvis by or 
ganizers, that there had been no dif- 
ficulty until the organizers assumed 
an authority to dictate terms, that the 
wage scale wSs equitable and would 
be continued In force as at present, 
and that the men would h^ve to leave 
their employ if they insisted on union 
dictation. 

The drivers of M. Rothschild ft 
Company held a meeting in the base- 
ment of the store and threatened to 
go out. The police were called to all 
the stores where men had struck or 
made demonstrations. 

Delivery drivers of the big depart- 
ment stores have become more dissat- 
isfied with their positions, and threat- 
en to make the teamsters' strike still 
more serioas by tying up all delivery. 
The teamster employes of the Boston 
Store struck. The Fair teamsters are 
already out, and other men who were 
pressed Into service on the wagons 
met with eoBstaat bloebades formed 
by sympathizing teamsters In other 
wagons along their routes. 

Polles en Duty. 

Chicago, June 4.— Chicago's entire 
police force Is ou reserve duty as a 
result of the serious aspect assumed 
by the stock yards tesmstsrs. Every 
patrolman on a furlough reported for 
duty, and many of the police on cross- 
ing duty In the down town tlistrlctn 
were held in readiness for riot calls. 
Hundreds of offloers assembled at 
headquarters and were given definite 
orders to prevent disturbances sucn 
as marked former deliveries of meat 
by the packers. The strikers have 
doubled their picket forces to try to 
dissusde nonunion men from carrylnK 
meat from railroad branch houses 
either to hotels and restauiants or 
distributing points of the "liig eight" 
packing establtsbmenta. All the bulla- 
ings of the paekera are under guard, 
l^e police aaslatiBf la many lastancsa. 



The strikers deprecate the recent 
lawlessness and disclaim reBpf)nMlbil 
ity for it. They say in all instances 
the work of the asobs was that et 
«y mpathlssrs only.

Prenident Barrows of Oberlla Cktl- 
leg* Passes Aw»y Nt His Home. 

Oberlln, O., June 4.— After nine 

days' Illness with pteuro-pneumonia. 
John Henry Barrows, president of 
Oberlta oollege, died at 8:50 a. m. Mr. 
Barrows was uneonsclous at the time 
of his death, whleh came during a 
sinking spell. 

Or ,Tohn Henry Barrows was born 
In Medina, Mich., July 1, 1847. He 
was graduated from Olivet college in 
lEfiT. His theological training was ob- 
tained in Vale, Union and Andover 
semlBarlea. He did educational work 
In Kansas for two and a half years. 
He preached in Springfield, Ills., and 
Lawrence and Boston. .Mass. He trav- 
eled abroad for one year, in 1881 be 
was called to the First Preabyterlan 
church of Chicago, where he served 
15 years. In 1893 Dr. Barrows was 
the organizer and p:esi(le]it of the 
world's parliament of religions, held 
during the world's fSIr. In 1896 be 
went to India to give the Haskell lec- 
ture for the University of Chicago. On 
his return he lec!ur<'(l for two yi.-irs. 
In November, 18«J8, he waa elected 
president of Obsrlln college. During 
his incumbency as president, the in- 
stitution has prospered greatly. A 
widow, three daui^tMS ssd • son sur- 
vive him. 



YAOUr_ OTTTBSEAK. 

llurdsr of Ranch Timekeeper Said to 
Have Caused TrouMe. 

Phoenix. A. T.. June 4.— In brief the 
story of the latest Vaqui disturbance, 
as furnished by a man who talked 
with General Torres Friday at Torres 
station. Is aa follows: Juan Gomez. 
Mayor Dow and Juan Martinez, time- 
keepers at El Carmen ranch, had trou 
ble Wednesday with Yaqui employes 
and were Killed. A small number of 
Taquis took up arms to prevent the 
arrest of their friends, the murderers. 
Governor Isabel and 100 soldiers went 
to El Carmen ranch and foi-.nd that 
the Vaquis had retreated up the river, 
where friends were Joining thvm with 
arms from various ranches. Thursday 
morning Izabel's command found 100 
fighting men and 300 women and chil- 
dren and engaged them at i.os Tan 
ques, on the Sonora river. Eight Ya- 
quis and two Mexicans were killed. 
The Yaquls retreated toward Mabata* 
Ian and General Torres is in pursuit, 
hoping to cut off their retreat to the 
river and the Siena Madre mountains. 
Other military officers are working 
with him, and they have the situation 
well in hand. Only two mm wore 
killed. 



Denies the Suicide Story. 

New York. ,Iune i— S. Wulff of this 
city, who was connected through let- 
ters bearing his signature with the 
story of a "suicide club," growing out 
of the self destruction In Chicago of 
L. Wachsmann, denies existence of 
such an organization, so far at least 
as he is concerned. Wulff says his 
letter to Wachsmann waa written in 
German, and has been misconstrued 
It was jjiirely a business letter. He 
had known Wachsmann several years, 
and declared he had been a victim of 
heart disease. The supposed poison, 
he believed, was digitalis. 

Csuss of Expulsion. 

San Francisco, June 4,— Felipe Gal- 
icla, Guatemalan consul in this city, 
has rect.:ive(l I'loiu his novenuiH iit a;i 
explicit denial of the statement tliiit 
Father Francisco Munoz was expelled 
from the Central American republic 
for political re&sons, as he alleged af- 
ter his arrival here in Arril. Consul 
Gallcia's letter to Guatemala asking 
for Informatloa has brought a reply, 
which specifies the reasons for the 
young priest's expulsions as entirely 
personal and having nothing to do 
with pf)litic8 or govenimcnt otficir.ls. 

Business of Suez Canal. 
Paris. June 4.— The report of the 
directors of the Suez Canal company 
for 1901 shows that the receipts from 

transit dues have, for the first time, 
exceeded 100,000,000 francs. A divi- 
dend of 188 francs was declared Ship- 
plns aggregating 10,823,860 tons trav- 
ersed the canal la 1901. The oargoes 
shipped beyond Suez consisted largely 
of pvrtoleum and railroad material. 

Lansing, Mich., June 4.— Te&tifylng 
In the disbanaent proceedings against 
Attorney B. 8. Roes of Kalamasoo. for 
alleged connection with the state mil- 
itary clothing fiaudu, General W. L.

Jollet, Ills, June 4.— JoUet is In the 
grasp of the worst flood in Its history. 
All the lower portion of the dtjr is m.- 
dcr water. 

The police have names of Bddle Me- 
Govern. Lizzie McOean and a lltUe 
girl named Kennedy, drowned. Sev- 
eral families had narrow escapes, and 
the police rescued many In boats. Sev- 
eral houses and other building were 
swept away In the flood. Jefferson 
and other principal streets are under 
wat'T, and business places are flood- 
ed, causing thousands of dollars dam- 
age. Streetcar lines are all severely 
damaged, and no cars are running. 
Trains are stalled, water being two 
fef t (Ue[) over the railroad track. 

Several washouts hav6 occurred on 
the electric lines between here and 
Chicago. Heavy rains, which contin 
ued all night, caused Hickory and 
Sl-roni.' (T< eKs to burst t'. ,r iianl;s, 
and it is rumored that Hickory creek 
dam east of this eitf has partially col- 
lapsed, sending the flood waters down 
in a torrent. Scores of homes have 
from ( ne to threo fsst of Water In 
the first stories. 

Mayor Barr haa called a special 
meeting of the city council to take 
measures for the relief ot the honie- 
k'f^s. 

Scores .of people were driven from 
their homes by the flood. The dam- 
age was more widespread than at first 
supposed, the estimated property 
damage reacliing $7,^.000 to $1 00,030. 
Factories and stores all over the city 
fiooded. Many streets are ruined, the 
pavements being all washed away, 
and hundreds of small buildings are 
wreelied. Tlu' early report that a por- 
tion of Hickory creek dam was wash- 
ed out haa bom ooaflrmed. There has 
been no serious trouble as yet from 
the drainage channel. Part of the 
penitentiary wi-s floodeil. Imt no! s. :i 
ous, and the cunvicts are at work as 
usual. The water did not reach the 
cell houses mr shojis.

COL. BRECKINRIDGE'S TRIBUTE. 

More than two scorea of years have 
passed since there stood in the shadows 
of A bMUtiful woodland on (he Soatbern 
border of the county of Mmod, a youno;

He was a very Son 
of the Morning for charm of presrace 
and voice. Hi? ti;.Mirf Ptandsoiit witfi vivid 
distinctness in themeuiory of all who re- 
call that day. Aa any historic aitiution 
it was perfect. Tlie speaker might have 
stood for the portrait of some proud 
baron in the days of John, procIaimioK 
the principles of Maxna Charta— calmly, 
persuasively, appealingly— as to an assem- 
blage of his peers. It was thus that John 
Breckinridge tired the Soatbern hearta 
that were to follow him in battle for the 
support of "riglits"— rights of property 
and autonomy— which the accepted re- 
■Qlte of the Ciyil war have not yet ren* 
dered altogerher secure. The forces of 
centraliisation and commercial greed per- 
haps had never fuller play than now. 

< In yesterday there stood beside the 
graves of the young Kentuckians of this 
ooanty who perished in dieaetrona Civil 
war, another statesman of the same race 
—an orator of national reputation— a 
■aan of the most varied, brilliant and 
useful endowments ; a soldier whose rec- 
ord was unsurpassed for fidelity, capacity 
and courage, wlio stocnl linn in the very 
crisis of disaster, and was indeed faithful 
unto the last Never was the itory of 
Southern glory and humiliation more 
tbrilhngly told than by this eloquent 
veteran who shared the itruggle and, 
now, in the largest, highest atul noblest 
sense, accepted its results. Hia eulogy 
iipoa the able, fearless and sagacious 
Chief of the Confederacy is the estimate 
of one who was competent to judge and 
was close to the inner councils of the 
war. It will carry historic weight: 

"When the world once understands 
how it was possible for the government, 
inaugurated at Montgomery, without a 
battalion of loldian, or a ship of war. 
without arms or munitione of war, with- 
out provisions and military stores; a 
government not posseaaing within its 
borders a single factory at which a sin- 
gle weapon of war or a single part of a 
weapon of war could be manufactured, 
without credit or funds; a nation with 
her ports soon blockaded as to t)e de- 
prived of access to the marketn of the 
world; a republic composed uotninally 
of thirteen separate States, of whicli 
Kentucky, Tenoeseee and Missouri were 
practically under the control of its enemy 
— how Kutli H iiathin could maintain 
such u war for a period of four yearsi 
against the United States of America, and 
bring into the field an army more num- 
erous than \U entire adult white popu- 
lation, feed if, clothe if, frsii^part it, arm 
it, take care of it and keep it in such 
condition that it won unprecedented 
victories, has been an unsolved mystery. 
When it is ailded tliat during those years 
personal fret-do;!! wan maintained, otiler 
preserved, courts kept open and no rights 
usurped, thinkers will conclude that he 
who was the head and life, the spirit an<'. 
chief must have been a very great man." 

It was the penetrating sagacity of the 
Koglish statesman, Ciladstoue, which, 
even in tbe midst of universal misconcep- 
tion of the situation, enabled him to 
comprehend the difflonlties encountered 
\>y Mr. Davis in bringing order out of the 
wild chaoa of seceeeion in tbe Southern 
StatM. "He has created a nation"— said 
Mr. Gladstone, and, doubfless, posterity 
in full poieeaaion of the facte will allow 
tbie judgnent to itand. 

Colonel Breckinridge, by universal 
agreement, was unquestionably at bis 
beet in tba addraea dallvared yeaterday. 
He never spoke with more brilliancy, 
feeling or power. lie is not only the 
last of tbe great orators of Kentucky, but 
many who heard him yeaterday enthus- 
iastically declared, "He is the first."

Tuesday waa a memorable day in tbe 
history of the Confederate veterana and 

of tbe Daughters of the Confederacy of 
Maysville and surrounding country. 

It was memorial day with tbe survi- 
vors of the "Lost Cause," and the living 
aa well as tbe dead were remembered, — 
tbe graves of the latter being strewn 
with fragrant floral tributes by loving 
bands, while tha •nrviving vatarana ware 
lecorated with tba Southom Croa of 
Honor. 

Tha ierrloea were ander the aospicae 

of the Dr. Basil C. Duke Chapter, United 
Daughters of the Confederacy. The ar- 
rangements were complete, even to the 
minutest details, and the projrram was 
carried out without a hitch to break or 
mar the exercises. A large crowd was 
in attendance, the announcement of the 
namea of the eloquent speakers engaged 
for tbe occasion proving an eepeciidly 
strong attraction. 

The memorial aervlcea were held at the 
I emetery beginning at 10 o'clock. After 
singing and prayer by Elder Jos. Sever- 
ance, Elder R. E. Moes spoke at eome 
length, emphasizing in his eloquent 
address the spirit of fraternity and 
brotherly love now prevailing, in con- 
trast with the bitter strife and conten- 
tion of that troublous pe/iod in our 
nation's history. The graves of the 
following Confederates dead wart then 
strewn with flowers:

Tbe crowd joined in 
singing "My Old Kentocky Home," and 
then that matchless orator, Col. Breck- 
inridge, held his bearers spellbound for 
over an boor with hia eloquent eulogy of 
the chief of the Confederacy, Jefl' Davis, 
and bis brilliant tribute to his comrades 
in arms.

At the close of Col. Breckinridge's in- 
spiring and eloquent tuidreas, the South- 
ern Cross of Honor was conferred on 
forty-one Confederate veterans by Mrs. 
Msjor Cbenoweth, Prepideot of tbe 
Daoghton of the Confederacy. Aa Mis. 
Qeo. W. Sulser read the list of names 
and tbe veterans responded,— many of 
them bearing tha marka of thair heroic 
struggle for the South— they were greet- 
ed with applause.
